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Continuation of 3. NOTE: New issues include tlie use of the phrase "is a function of when referring to the starter test being a function of a 
result of the battery test and the charging system test result being a function of the result of the battery test. Furthermore, the amendment 
would not materially reduce or simplify the issues in a potential appeal. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the applicant's clarification 
regarding the terms "based upon" and "a function of" (referring to the starter test and charging system test being based upon or a function 
of the battery test), the Gollump reference is still seen as meeting the claim language presented. Please see the citations provided 
previously (emphasis on pages 2-4 of the prior office action), wherein Gollump's tests include the use of a battery test result in the starter 
test (Fig. 2A/B, abstract) and charging system test (Fig. 4A-D, abstract), at least in the same manner as currently presented by the 
applicant. Note that monitoring/testing of Gollump's starter and charging system will at least implicitly include some battery test result (i.e. 
in order to determine if the battery can deliver charge for the starter and if the battery is accepting charge from the charging system). 
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
